commenting also that the situ­ 
ation was “ very confused.” He 
noted that the state was parti­ 
cularly interested in a Delaware 
Court case over whether both 
that state’s Senate and House 
have to be districted on the 
basis of population or whether 
the Senate could be divided on 
another basis.
